RDINARY folks, whose notion of interna- 
tional relations must be based upon what 


happens rather than upon what made it hap- 
pen, had an opportunity to see a little of the 
"inside stuff" when Secretary Hughes publicly 
retracted a statement that the British navy 
had, since the armament limitation treaty, re- 
modeled the gun-mounts of its dreadnaughts, 
giving them more elevation and therefore long- 
er range; and that it had increased the armor 
(in the ship's decks. The incident was not un- 
usual, probably, either by the fact that the mis- 
information had been used by this government 
1'. obtain a six and a half million dollar extra 
appropriation from congress for the navy, to 
meet the supposed British act, or by the fact 
that the British government made an issue of it. 
Such misunderstandings are among the usual 
;;nd frequently dangerous points of friction be- 
t ween nations, leading by cumulative action to 
suspicion, distrust and that sort of hostility 
v.'hich when once smoldering needs 
only 
a 


l.reath of disturbance to be blown into flame. 
The unusual aspect of the .incident is that the 
secretary of state should freely, frankly and 
publicly admit his error, and do all in his 
power to make matters right. That is an ex- 
ample of thin new and better 
spirit 
which 


American standards of diplomacy have brought 


f r, the world. 


Nevertheless, while correction of the mis- 


1,-ikc is a credit to this country once the error 
v.-as made, it may be doubted if there is equal 
• •ause for complacence in the fact that some- 
«<ne, presumably some trusted official of this 
country, misled the navy department and Mr. 
Hughes. Mr. Hughes and the secretary of the 
navy both said, in correcting the mistake, that 
the Unitod States depended upon the informa- 
• l i . m it had received as being thoroughly re- 
liable. It happened to be false, and the ques- 
tion therefore arises whether some one deliber- 
ately misled the executives of the state and 
navy departments, or whether the source of in- 
formation was not too hastily accepted without 
adequate investigation. This is a matter of high 
importance. It is a familiiar trick of militar- 
ist?, particularly professional soldiers, to mag- 
n i f y the strength and threat of other nations, 
to scare their own into larger appropriations 
v. hich carry with them promotion and power 
to the militarists. It has been attempted more 


t han once in our own history—it was a favorite 


I rick of Von Tirpitz and the German war party,

Retraction of the false statement by the 


.'-'ate and navy departments is good, and
